Shows Concern 


What is it to need? What is it to 
care? Margie Corrigan, a sopho- 
more at Clarke has four brothers 
who are hemophiliacs or bleeders, 
Margie’s nephew Daniel Toomey, 
also a hemophiliac, is the son of 
Dan Toomey (Loras ’67) and 
Maureen Corrigan (Clarke ’69). 
Each year these boys use a blood 
factor extracted from over 1200 
plood donations. 

The boys have severe classic 
hemophilia, an inherited disorder 
suffered mainly by males. They 
lack an important clotting factor 
jn their blood called Anti-Hemo- 
philia Factor or AHF. Because 
their blood does not clot normally, 
the procedure is extremely hazard- 
ous. A frequent problem in hemo- 
philiacs is internal hemorrhaging 
in a knee, elbow or other joint. A 
slight bump, fall or even an unre- 
lated incident may cause the bleed- 
ing to continue, building pressure 
and intense pain. A bleeding epi- 
sode is treated with an intravenous 
administration of AHF. The AHF 
extracted from normal blood 
will temporarily produce clotting 
and stop the hemorrhage. Immedi- 
ate treatment when a hemorrhage 
is detected can prevent deformity 
and permanent crippling.
